Less than a 
half million dollars in referable money 
bylaws is a very moderate budget for a 
city situated as Edmonton is. Anything 
like a construction program in keeping 
with the over-due requirements and 
present needs of the city could not be 
covered by any smaller amount. 

Aside from the particulars which 
affect the different items in the list, 
there are two general reasons why the 
bylaws should meet with very hearty 
approval and receive ratification by 
large majorities.

Incidentally, the taxvavers would 
certainly have been called upon to 
provide much larger sums for the ex- 
| tension of relief to the destitute during 
| the summer, and particularly during the 

coming winter. 
Using the public credit at this time 
for the making of permanent improve- 
ments is sound policy, on the part of a 
city, as of a province and of the 
Dominion. To refuse to do so would 
only be to let matters drift—and they 
always drift in the wrong direction. 
The other reason is that improve- 
ments can be made now cheaper than 
in normal times. Hon. E. B. Ryckman 
told an Edmonton audience the other 
day that the Dominion Government re- 

cently marketed an issue of $100,000,000 
of bonds at the best price that had ever 
been obtained for such securities. The 
significance is, not merely that the cre- 
dit of the Dominion is good, but that 
the present is an unusually favorable 
time for public borrowing. People with 
money are investing it now in govern- 
ment and municipal bonds; because they 
are afraid to put it in stocks. 

Edmonton, with a measure of un- 
employment to deal with, and a vast 
amount of delayed construction to be 
overtaken, would be committing the 
greatest folly in its career if it failed 
to sanction this modest amount of ex- 
penditure on permanent and actually 
needed improvements.

And, it may be added, 
they will only get better in proportion 
as that occurs. 

Governments cannot make times 
good or bad. They can only eucourage 
private individuals to do the one or dis-

courage them into doing the other. The 
public make cohditions; governments 
ean only help or hinder them. 

Prosperity is another name for the 
active circulation of money. A_ period 
or stagnation is a period when circula- 
tion is sluggish. There is plenty of 
money in Canada, but it is not passing 
about from hand to hand freely enough. 

Spending money does not mean 
wasting money. Even wasteful ex- 
penditure may help to create business 
activity and employment. But invest- 
ment in reproductive enterprise is the 
way to bring permanent improvement 
in both directions. 

Parliament has voted $20,000,000 to 
provide employment for those who are 
out of work, and provinces and munici- 
palities are supplementing this with 
two or three times the amount. But 
that expenditure will not of itself remedy 
conditions; it-can only avert hardship 
for the time. 

The real restoration of normal 
times will have to be effected by that 
portion of the public who are in a posi- 
tion to do as the Minister suggests. 
Whoever at this time can see an op- 
portunity to make a productive invest- 
ment, and sets his capital at work, is 
doinz something to make the times bet- 
ter for himself and the country.

DIRECT LEGISLATION 
Editor. Bulletin— 

Since the initiation of the present 
petition now being circulated by the 
Alberta Prohibition Association, ask- 
ing the government to abolish beer 
parlors, there has arisen quite a 
SaOreray as to the correct mode of 
procedure under the Alberta Direct 
Legislation Act 

Several of our most prominent 
citizens seem to have been of the 
opinion that the petition should 
have asked the Government directly 
for a plebiscite. This Privilege, how- 
ever, is not granted to the people 
under Direct lation. 

Direct Legislation permits any 
number of electors, being not less 
than twenty per centum in number 
of the total votes polled at the gen- 
eral provincial election then Jast 
heid, to present t) the Legislative
